SENATE IS DEADLOCKED 
BRYAN WAS OFFERED BRIBE 
The Gettysburg Times 
Advocates pf Tariff Board and Lorim er 
Supporters Lock Horns. 
W ashiuston, Feb. 28.—T he situation 
in the se n ate reached a climax and the 
arran g em en t of the contending forces 
en the legislative checker board is now 
apparent. 
T he unfolding of the factional plans 
Ands th e sen ate in a deadlock, with 
livery prospect of the sessions of the 
rem aining four and a h all days de- 
v eloping into m ere endurance tests. 
T he advocates of a perm anent tariff 
board have locked horns with the sup­ 
porters of Senator Ix>rimer and de­ 
cline to let th a t case come to a vote 
unless they are assured of action on 
the tariff board proposition. 
Several 
friends of Canadian 
reci­ 
procity a re hovering on the outskirts 
of this situation, with the intimation 
that they will demand action on that 
proposition before they will give their 
consent 
to a vote on tile Lorim er 
case. 
Tile Lorim er resolution is in fact 
being held as a club over the heads 
of the tariff boaid opponents, and It 
is likely also to he invoked by the 
reciprocity advocates. It is conceded 
that fear on the part of the Lorim er 
people th a t their case will be thrown 
over into a special session is now the 
only factor that m ay lead to a com­ 
promise and th:? averting of an extra 
session to consider reciprocity.

Briami, who succeeded

ceau as head of the French cabinet 
on July 23, 1909, handed the resignal 
tion of ids ministry to President Kal- 
lieres.

Fallieres accepted 
tile resignation. 
For himself aud colleagues, the pre­ 
mier deviated that the resignation of 
the m inistry was im perative because 
ut the growing 
hostility of certain 
elem ents in the Republican coalition, 
which were constantly blocking tile 
governm ent’s program dedicated to so­ 
cial progress and national order and 
security. 


Had Program of Appeasement. 


The cabinet's ambition, he said, had 
been to carry out a broad program of 
conciliation and appeasem ent. 
So far as the question of the churr h 
was concerned, th e m inisters 
were 
convinced that, th e church and state 
having been separated, the work of 
laieization should be reasonable and 
tolerant and with respect for all reli­ 
gious beliefs.

Senator 8ays Amendments W ill Not 


Necessitate a Second Conference, as 


Canada W ill Not Bs Askeo to Make 


More Concessions. 


W ashington, Feb. 28.—Senator Cum­ 
mins, ol Iowa, said that none ot the 
am endm ents he will offer to the reci­ 
procity treaty will have to be passed 
upon by Canada, thereby making it 
necessary to resubmit it to a conter* 
erne of 
commissioners of 
the two 
countries. 
Ile points out that the McCall bill 
proposes to lower or remove entirely 
the duties on certain articles, the pro­ 
duct of Canada, when imported Into 
the United States, provided certain 
other specified concessions are mad** 
by Canada. 
In other words, the McCall bill di­ 
rects that the United States customs 
authorities shall allow certain goods 
to come into this country from Can­ 
ada at different rates of duty than 
those spec ified in the Payne Aldrich 
tariff ac t. 


Extending the Free 
Liet. 
His am endm ents will, he says, sim­ 
ply extend the number of such goods 
so as to inc dude certain m anufactured 
artic des which the farm er has to buy, 
like agricultural implements, for in­ 
stance, and so os to inc dude also m eats 
of various kinds. His am endm ents do 
not require any further concessions 
from Canada and, therefore, will not 
require the assent of Canada. 
They 
merely extend the list of articles com­ 
ing in from Canada upon which duties 
under our laws will he either lowered 
or removed entirely. 
The conditions imposed upon Can­ 
ada it is not proposed to increase; 
she will 
be' asked, under 
Senator 
Cummins’ amendments, to m ake no 
further concessions than she has al­ 
ready made. Therefore, argues Bena 
tor Cummins, there will be no reason 
whatever to call for further confer­ 
ence with the Ottawa authorities. 
If 
his am endm ents should be accepted, 
Canada will simply have to add to the 
list of articles upon which we make 
concessions, those proposed by the 
low an 
Senator Cummins has not yet sub­ 
mitted bls proposed am endm ents to 
the senate and may not do so until 
the information 
asked for by him 
from 
the 
tariff 
commission, 
upon 
which that body la now working night 
and day, is forthcoming. He said that 
one am endm ent would put fresh m eats 
on the free list. Under the term s of 
the McCall hilt the duty is reduced to 
1*4 cents per pound.
